MR, BRYAN'S ADDRESS. 


Captain Oil'bert introduced Mr, 


Bryan as a distinguished soldier, who 
had a parit in the Spanis-h-American 
war, and a man whose name and 
fame -was familiar in every household 
in the land. As Colonel Bryan arose 
the cheers broke '0Wt afresh. He re- 
sponded as follows: 


Mr-yart in the Spanish war was an 
^ one. The offer of my services w&s 


made 'on the day war was declared, and 
my resignation was tendered on the day 
the treaty of peace was aiyned. I saw only 
camp service, but I would not take a great 
deal for what I learned and the experience 
I had, I do not mean to compare the sol- 
diers of the Spanish war who saw no ac- 
tive service with those 
veterans who 


fought through the trying years of the 
civil war. Yet, when the soldier of the 
Spanish war enlisted they did not know 
how long their service would last or what 
they would have to face. 
When a man 


goes to war he does not know how or when 
he will come back, or whether he will 
come back, and those young men who en- 
listed in the Spanish war deserve tho 
credit of being- willing to do their part, 


The army is the arm of the executive, 


The president is the commaader-in-chiof 
i'i tliC i*«vy ^::d navy. 
Tli". arrro* is the 


force the president employs in carrying 
out the will of the people which re repre- 
sents. The president as an individual is a 
simple citizen, but when ho speaks as tho 
executive his voice is the voice of seventy 
millions of souls, and his arm is the com- 
bined arm of all. The army is the force 
that compels obedience to tho mandate of 
the people, 
It is called upon when war 


has beou declared, to enforce the declara- 
tion uf war made by the executive for 
the people. 
The army must use force to 


sustain the declaration of war, which is a 
declaration by the people. Therefoie, my 
fuenda, wo should be careful how and 
foi what reasons War is decared. Where 
the flag erc-es it represents the will of 
the people, and stands for what the people 
believe to be right, and as it possesses 
the love, so it has the strength of the 
people, When it represents principles that 
appeal to the heart and, conscience of the 
peoiilo. then it is a correct reflection of the 
will of the people. I have such confidence 
in the flag and in the principles it stands 
for that I believs we arc able to defend 
It and those principles against the whole 
world, let the people make i just de- 
mand a::d the nation will have power to 
enforce that demand, I care not what na- 
tion is in sympathy with us, 
We need 


the sympathy of no nation, (Great cheer* 
i%). 


Because of our great power we have 


great respor,silui;ties, The weak man may 
throw his responsibility on 
the govern- 


ment, au'l make it answerable for his acts, 
but a nation like ours is so great that 
there is no court bofoie which it can bt 


The nation must not only enforce its man- 
dates, but it must decide what it shal1 
enforce. I want,' to leay^' among you the 
idea that this itatiori MI this fla£ mean 
just what the people wafct them to stand 
foi, and this nation's destiny will be just 
what 'the people want it to be, and noth- 
ing: elkfc, A nation is a collection of indi- 
viduals. Our destiny is'^n our own keep- 
ing. 
Circumstances never make a man 


bad if he wants to be good or, good if he 
wants to be bad, 
Ana 
circumstance? 


never make a nation bad if it wants to be 
good, or good if it wants to bo bad, The 
people of the country, and they alone, 
must uecide the form of government, tho 
ideas that shall dominate, and what the 
nation's position shall be among other na- 
tions, It is not the soldiers who decide 
these things, but the people from whom 
the soldiers come, 
The fsoldier, in our 


land, is only known in time of war; ho 
disappears in time of peace, 
(Applause). 


Tho people who furnish 
the soldiers 


must decide what battles the soldier shall 
nght, 
They, too, must decide what citi- 


zenship means, 


Ours is a beautiful flag. I have never 


seen one so beautiful in appearance, and 
this world has never seen one so beauti- 
ful in its meaning, or representing such 
grand ideas, 
Its white represents 
the 


purity of our national purpose, We can- 
not afford to let that color change, The 
ml represents the blood shod 
for the 


ideas embodied in the flag. It is a blood- 
bought legacy, and we cannot afford to 
part with ideas so dearly bought. 
The 


stars represent something:, too, They at 
first wore only thirteen, and they repre- 
sented an indestructible union. Ko power, 
my countrymen, is great enough to take 
a single star away, and no power is great 
enough to consolidate them all into one 
star. That flag represents all that is dear 


[ , to the hearts of the American people. 1 


is culled tho flag of the free, aad waves 
over tne land called th* home of the brave, 
What does it stand for? American citizen, 
ship, What grand product docs it repre 
sent? Koi our gold, or our silver, not our 
unlimited wealth, but American manhood 
and womanhood—citizenship. 
That 
flag 


ought to and must stand for the highest 
character and the best citizenship in the 
world. Plutarch, in speaking of his gov 
eminent said it was admired for its wis- 
dom, feared for its power, and loved for 
its justice, I am glad to have the people 
of the world admire our country for its 
wisdom; I am glad they don't take ad 


Avantage of us 
because 
they 
fear our 


strength, but, frlonds, I would rather they 
loved us for our justice rather thaa any 
other of these things, 


I don't think I have an extravagant 


notion of what our country can do. I be- 
lieve in the omnipotence of truth. Our 
nation is invincible in truth, and I believe 
can become the dominant force in the 
world's politics and shake thrones and 
mould the destinies of other nations, How? 
By showing truth of the dootries she pro- 
fesses. A nation is a group of people, and 
that group U. bound by the same moral 
laws that goverA"' Individuals* •' The doc- 
trines that our forefathers wrote in the 
Declaration of Independence are the same 
doctrines, in substance, that were preached 
1300 years ago, The doctrine that all 
men are created equal was only another 
version of the divine saying that "All ye 
are brethren/* 
The doctrine of "equal 


rights to all and special 
privileges to 


none" is only a paraphrasing of the com- 
mand to *'Love thy neighbor as thyself,** 
If this nation will enforce the truth of 
these doctrines it will enforce its ideas on 
the people of all lands, How can we make 
our influence felt? 
By living so that al1 


nations will say "those men believe what 
they profess.*1 
How shall we know that 


people believe what they profess? 
Just 


by watching. 
There ia a maxim in Scrip- 


ture that is couched in stronger language 
tnan I generally use, 'It is: "If a man 
say he loveth God and hateth his brother 
he is a liar," If we live up to our princi- 
ples the worUl will know we are sincere, 
but U we depart from right principles 
they will not, I believe that this nation 
can become the arbiter of the world's des- 
tiny by preserving its good name.

countrymen, I would have this nation so 
good and true and just that whenever a 
wrong is done anywhere in the world the 
wronged one will be willing to leave it to

NO CHANGE IN COWBELLS. 


"One 
of the comparatively 
few 


things that the hand of improvement 
has 
not touched is the- cowbell, 


which is made now just as it was 
a hundred or more years ago, and 
now just the same peculiar clanking 
sound as ever,'* said a bell manu- 
facturer 
to the 
writer 
recently. 


"Cowbells are made some of copper 
and some of a composition metal, but 
most of them are made of iron and 
finished with a coating of bronze. 
The cowbell is not cast; it is cut from 
a sheet of metal, which is folded into 
shape and riveted. The metal cap 
at the top through which the strap 
is passed is riveted into the bell, 
Cowbells 
are made of ten sizes 


whose sounds range 
through

octave.

tainers who play upon cowbells of 
one sort and another come to us and 
by selection among cowbells of vari 
ous sizes find eight bells that are ac 
curate jn scale.

the United States in wliich cowbell 
are made, and in each case the cow 
bell is only an item of production j 
among other things. 
Cowbells are 


sold all over the country, just the 
same as ever, but much the greater 
the number is sold in the south, the 
southwest and the west, where iarms 
are larger, less likely to be under 
fence and cattle are more apt to stray. 
American ciwbells are exported quite 
largely to the various countries of 
South America and also to Austra- 
lia/'—Washington Star.

Mr. Vauclain is the inventor of the 


mammoth 
four-cylinder 
machine 


which bears his name. 
Its wheels 


are eighty-four inches in diameter, 
and it weighs 175,000 pounds. The 
run was made to give the inventor 
of the new circular fire box an idea 
of just what steaming qualities were 
required in a boiler to sustain such 
speed. 
The run of fifty-five and 


one-half miles to the sea was made 
in 
forty-seven 
minutes. 
Pleased 


with the novelty of having two such 
celebrities in the left side of his cab, 
Engineer R. C. Smith did not regret 
that his train was late in starting, 
and accordingly put his charge down 
to its best work. 
The fireman also 


spared neither coal nor energy, and 
despite the wide-open throttle and 
heavy train of ten cars, maintained 
the pressure at the point of blowing 
off throughout the entire run. 
The 


fire box of the locomotive on which 
Mr. Vanderbilt rode differs material- 
ly from that of his own invention. 
The former is of the Wooten type, 
with the grate bars entirely above 
the level of the top of the wheels in- 
stead of down between them, as is 
the usual practice, allowing a much 
larger area upon which to burn 
coal. 
The Vanderbilt fire box dif- 


fers from either, being circular, with

8:22 Mr, Bryan arrived at the hall 
in company with his private secre- 
tary, Mr. Jfcose, and Hon. B. C. Bell, 
Mayor Scherer and Capt. C. E. Bar- 
nett. There were huzzas of applause 
as Mr. Bryan walked down the isle 
to the stage and many of the audi- 
ence grasped him as he passed along. 


Seated on the stage were Col. R. 


S. Robertson, A. K. Zartman, T, J. 
Logan, N, D. Doughman, Judge Ed- 
ward O'Rourke and others, and all 
shook hands with Colonel Bryan. Im- 
mediately after his arrival Major 
Barnett called the meeting to order 
and prayer was offered by Rev. Zart- 
man. 


MR. BRYAN'S SPEECH. 


Then followed Mr. 
Bryan, who 


spoke in part as1 follows: 


My service in the army was very brief, 


but while in the service the thought camo 
to me daily that the officer had the easiest 
work and the most pay and gets the most 
glory, hut the private, who does most of 
the work and draws the least pay, is 
counted on to do the fighting, I don't 
mean to lessen the credit due to the offi- 
cers, but I do mean to praise the wor£ 
of the private, It is easy to make officer? 
of privates if you have the privates, for 
they form the groundwork of the army, 
How many of the men who have fallen in 
battle are buried in cemeteries of un- 
known dead! 
They are forgotten, yet 


but for them the officers whose names have 
been preserved in story could have done 
nothing, S o it is in civil life also, Those 
who occupy conspicuous positions get the 
credit of the vast work accomplished by 
those whose names are unknown to fame, 
No poem has more 
impressed me than 


Gray's Elegy, for its eloquent tribute to 
the lowly ones who do their duty well, 
yet pass away unknown and are forgotten, 
My friends, there is one thought I want to 
leave with you, and that is that a per- 
son's responsibilities 
are 
commensurate 


with their opportunities. No 
one 
can 


throw aside a responsibility on the ground 
that he cannot do much, All that God in- 
quires is that wo do tho best we can, no 
matter where our lot is cast, But for the 
work of the countless thousands whose 
names never reach us, the progress of the 
world would atop in a moment. But for 
those who toil in the mines our fuel supply 
would he exhausted,1 But for those who 
toil in tho field we should become hungry* 
But for the workers in the factories In our 
cities what could we do? And how few of. 
the toiling masses are known to fame. 
Yet, each and every one bears a certain 
burden of responsibility, and that each 
one does his duty is all that can be asked, 
All I can ask of you is that each discharge 
his duty as he sees it, and alt you can ask 
of me is that I discharge my duty as beU 
I can, In the great struggle of life we can 
never know on what act. or whose act 
great events will turn, I remember well 
hearing a man say once that at the sum- 
mit of the Allegheny mountains was a 
place where a handful of mud would be 
enough to change the whole course of a 
river, 
So there are times in every man's 


life when some littlo act is potent for good 
or eviK when a whole community .han?s 
upon the act of a single individual, and 
you can never tell when the act will be 
needed, You cannot tell what boy in this 
audience may become an important factor 
in his country's welfare, So when people 
tell me we arc spending loo much on the 
education of our children I ask "Whose 
boy?" "Not mine." "Not yours?" 
('No(" 


well, then, no other's hoy, either. 
Be- 


cause I don't know what any boy may rise 
to I can't afford to neglect any boy. You 
cannot tell what the future has in store 
for any man, so give every man a chance 
to make the most of himself that tho na 
tion may profit by it, 


I am not willing that any one should 


measure by money the value of a human 
life, When I seo a nation depending upon 
one man's genius, I am impressed with 
the priceless value of human life, and I 
cannot believe that a money value should 
be placed on life or blood* 


No one can tell what responsibility may 


res,t upon us before the next four years 
01 the next ten years shall have passed, 
If it be that we shall he called upon to do 
duty as soldiers, no one can tell which 
one vill prove valuable in a crisis. 
If 


we are to &erve as plain citizens, none 
can tell what influence one man may wield 
in the settlement of groat problems, 
J 


want to leave here the thought of the 
undivided responsibility of all of us, and 
lei each of us do what we believe to be

rusjage in one of Lincoln's speeches, in 
winch he said: "Free countries may have 
iosc their liberty and ours may lose hers, 
but if it does it will be 
my 
proudest 


thought not that 1 was the last to desert 
it, but that I never deserted it, If, afte1* 
ail, wo are to fail, be it so, but we shall 
hava the proud satisfaction of knowing 
that we never faltered in our defense of 
our thought ol' right," 


The soldier does not count the cost of 


his acts. So it should bo with the citizen, 
Kone of us can be sure he is right, All 
we can say, the bost any of ua can say, it 
is right as I see it, and the patriot* seeing 
right, lights for it and dies for it if need 
be, 
He dies, but ho leaves the settlcent 


of the problem for which he fought in the 
cnrc 01 liim in whose hands are the des- 
tinies of nations, 
There were more cheers when Mr. 


Bryan finished and he sat down and 
li&tened a few moments to Col. K. S. 
Robertson, who followed, and then 
left for Princess rink. 
In front of 


Library hall stood his carriage sur- 
rounded by a mass of people. 
He 


was hurried into it, but was com- 
pelled to shake the hands of a score 
or more people before he could be 
driven away to the Princess rink. 
COLONEL KOBEBTSON SPEAKS. 
The second speaker on the pro- 


gram was Col. B. S. Robertson. Mr, 
Bryaii had talked as a soldier of the 
Spanish-American war, while Colonel 
Robertson talked as a soldier of the 
civil war. 
He reviewed the battles, 


the camp life, the brave deeds and 
some of the enjoyable incidents of 
the war of the sixties and spoke, as 
did Mr. Biyan, of the untold thous- 
ands of privates who had died as 
heroes fighting for their flags and 
in the line of duty. 
While these 


privates, he said, were unknown to 


i fame, there was always some heart 


at home which suffered because he 
was brave and had given up life in 
defense of country. 
He believed 


that the American flag would con- 
tinue to float wherever it was raised 
as a symbol of freedom and liberty. 


Rev. 
A. K, Zartman next delivered 


an address lauding the work of the 
soldiers, young and old, those who 
had fought in the recent wars, and 
especially the grizzled old veterans 
who struggled from 1861 to 1865 to 
prevent the disunion of states. 


GOVERNOR MOUNT HEARD, 
Governor Mount, who bad spoken 


first at the Princess rink, was intro- 
duced and he delivered a short ad- 
dress laudatory of the work of the 
veteran soldier in behalf of the coun- 
tiy. 
He believed that the young 


soldiers of the recent wars deserved 
honors for the bravery they had 
shown in defense of their country and 
believed the flag would be carried 
forward as in the past as an emblem 
of freedom. 


Hon. 
S, M. Hencn was introduced 


to the audience and, being an old 


soldier of the civil war, he too, re- 
called the brave boys who had strug- 
gled ta maintain the supremacy of 
the flag. There was applause for all 
the speakers, all whom delivered only 
short speeches.

from its nest to the ground.

EARL LI OFF TO PEKIN 


•Chinese Plenipotentiary 
Quits 


Shanghai for the Capital 


of the Empire. 


LI INTERVIEWS CORRESPONDENT 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 14.—Li HunflChann starts for Pekin today. 


MINISTER WU ADVISED OF LI'S DEPARTURE FOR PEKIN. 


Washington, Sept.. 14.—The Chi- 


nese minister called -at the state de- 
partment this morning to inform the 
officials ihe -has received a dispatch 
from Li Hung Chang1, stating that 
the latter -would1 leave Shanghai to- 
day, going first >to Tien Tsin and 
thence to 'Pekin. Minister T.Vu felt 
satisfied that Earl Li already had de- 
parted from Shanghai, pi'o'bably on 
one of the -many merchant ships cen- 
tering there, unless the reported ac- 
tion 'of Russ-i.i had caused him to re- 
consider ihis proposed departure. 


According .to these reports Russia 


lias insisted1 -thait the emperor shall 
return -and assume full -direction of 
governmental 'affairs, entirely dis- 
placing the empress dowager aird 
that Prin'ce Tuan sliall be punished 
for 3115 part in the recent trouble. 


It is said these demands have been 


made to l<i Hung Ohang. Mr. "Wn is 
entirely without information on thesa 
points,but expresses much doubt nsto 
whether such steps have been taken. 


• Even more important "than the de- 
parture of Earl Li WAS the informa- 
tion conveyed by Minister Wu that 
an imperial decree named Tung Lu 
to join with Princa Ching >and Li 
Hung Chang as a commission to ne- 
gotiate pence. Tung Lu is -t-he com. 
•mander of <the northern ' army iu 
China and diu-ring- .the recent troubles 
he was identified with the .anti-for- 
eign sentiment. His -appointment is 
not likely to be well received by the 
powers, for 'beyond his recent per- 
formances, he is identified with the 
most .obstructive element 'in China. 
The Chinese commission.- now appears 
to be completed, comprising Li Hung 
Chang, Prince Ching and Yung- Lu. 


No mention is made of t'he appoint- 


ment of the viceroys of Nanking and 


u •Chang, who have been recom- 


mended by Earl Li, and it is the opin- 
ion'of Minister Wu that their service 
is inexpedient because of the difficulty 
in leaving the southern province and 
making- the long trip to Pekin. 


LI HUNG CHANG INTERVIEWS A CORRESPONDENT. 


Shanghai, Wednesday, Sept. 12.-- 


Li Hung Chang informed a represent- 
ative of the Associated Press today 
that he will start for Tien-Tsin Fri- 
day, Sept.'14; that he will 
go to 


Pckin if cirsumstances demand it, 
and that Prince Ching and he had 
full authority from the dowager em- 
press and emperor to -negotiate 
a 


settlement with the powers, explain- 
ing that there were no other commis- 
sioners for China. 


The audience lasted an nour, the 


correspondent being the interviewed 
rather than the interviewer. 


Li asked many questions about the 


fighting at Ticn-Tsin, the relief of 
Pekin, the number of troops of each 
power iu China, their disposition and 
fighting qualities, how the foreign- 
ers regarded the fighting qualities of 
the Chinese, how Pekin was defend- 
ed, and what bodies of Chinese fought 
best. 


He expressed regret at the priva- 


tions of women and 
children 
in 


Pekin. 


During the 
interview 
Li Hung 


Chang asked the 
correspondent if 


Ministers Conger and MacDonald ap- 
peared to have suffered much, and 
when told that Mr. Conger \liad lost 
seventy pounds, he laughed merrily 
and remarked that this is "a poor 
recommendation for horseflesh." 


•Li Hung 
Chang 
also 
inquired 


whether the correspondent had seen 
niuch abuse of the Chinese or any 
ravishing or killing of women and 
children, 
and when told that the 


abuses were practically confined to 
the Bussians, he said 
this was 


"doubtless due to lack of discipline," 
and turned to the subject of looting, 
being anxious to know how much 
government treasure the allies had 
obtained. 


When informed that the Japanese 


were reported to have taken 
50,- 


000,000 taels from the revenue offi- 
cers at Pekin, Li Hung Chang said: 
"The rumor must have added two 
ciphers to the real amount." 


Throughout 
the 
interview 
Li 


Hung Chang appeared to be in fine 
spirits and talked as ono removed, 
by reason of his age and experience, 
from the field of controversy. 
He 


regretted all the recent troubles and 
said he had no desire 
"except to 


smooth theni ever impartially." 


At another stage of the interview 


Li Hung Chang said he deplored the 
fact that the newspapers were pre- 
judiced against him and asserted that 
their opposition originated with the 
English press of Shanghai, which in- 
fluenced the papers of the world. 


The correspondent remarked that 


the Americans had never been pre- 
judiced against him, whereupon Li 
Hung 
Chang quickly 
demanded 


"Why!don't'they accept me as nego- 
tiator P" 
• Queitiohi put to Li Hung Chang 
concerning the settlement which the 


Chinese government wanted to make 
were diplomatically parried. 
He 


said: 


"China has her own views as to 


what settlement is desirable, and the 
powers have their views. 
We will 


meet and negotiate." 


Asked whether he 
expected de- 


mands for the cession of territory as 
ndemnity, IA Hung Chang replied: 


"I am in communication with some 


of the governments. 
I have found 


:hey have no disposition to ask for 
land." 


The correspondent said: 
"There is great curiosity abroad to 


hear an explanation of the contra- 
dictory edicts issued in the name of 
;he dowager empress 
during 
the 


siege." 


Li Hung Chang meditated a mo- 


ment and then, speaking deliberately, 
said: 


:The empress, 
at the beginning, 


was badly advised. 
She was told 


:he boxers had supernatural powers; 
that they could not be injured, andi 
were able to make it very hot for the i 
foreigners. 
She believed this, but i 


afterwards found it was not true. 
j 


"The papers are incorrect in saying 


she was coerced into issuing edicts. 
The Chinese government is despot- : 
sin. No one can coerce the empress. 
She, like all other rulers, is depend- 
ent on her advisers and sometimes 
iheir advice is bad and she may be 
misled." 
, 


When the correspondent was leav- 


ing the interpreter said; 


"The viceroy hopes you will not 


ijive a bad impression of him to the 
American papers. 
He says he is. a 


very old man—the oldest to take part 
in these negotiations; that he has had 
much experience in these affairs; that 
tie is the only man who can help the 
foreign governments as well as the 
Chinese, and that he will try to ar- 
range 
a 
settlement 
fair 
to all 


parties." 


EABL LI ALLOWJ3D TO SAIL.

ROBERTS WARNS THE BOERS 


SAYS KBUGBB HAS ABANDONED 


JUS CAUSE. 


Admonishes the Boers There is Now 


No Hope and That He "Will 


Punish the Guerillas. 


London, Sept. 14.—The following 


dispatch has been received at the war 
department from Lord Roberts; 


"Mnchadorp, Thursday, Sept 13.— 


Kruger has fled to Lorenzo Marques 
and Botha has been obliged to make 
over the command of the Boer army, 
temporarily, to Viijoef, on account of 
ill health. 
In consequence of this 


I have circulated a proclamation as 
follows: 


'The late President Kruger, with 


Reitz and the archives of the South 
African republic, has crossed the Por- 
tuguese frontier and arrived nt Lor- 
enzo Marques with the view of sail- 
ing for Europe at an early date. 


'Ki'ugei1 has formally resigned 


the position which he held as presi- 
dent of the South African republic, 
thus severing his official connection 
with the Transvaal. 


'Kruger's action shows how hope- 


less in his opinion is the war which 
has now been carried on for nearly 
a year, and his desertion, of the Boer 
;ause should make clear to his fel- 
low burghers that it is useless to con- 
tinue the struggle any longer. 


'It is probably unknown to the 


inhabitants of the Transvaal and 
Oranga River colony that nearly 15,- 
000 of their fellow subjects are now 
prisoners of war, not one of whom 
will be released until those now un- 
der arms against us surrender uncon- 


itionally. 
" 'The burghers iv.ust IIP cognisant 


of the fast tiiot 1:3 iiilei-venlioii in 
their banal f criii como from r.ny of 
the gre.it powers, anil further, that 
the British empire is determined to 
complete the work which lias already 
cost so many lives, and carry to a 
conclusion the war declared against 
her by the governments of the Trans- 
vaal and the Orange Free State, a 
war to which there can be only one 
ending.'" 


Lord Roberts' proclamation then 


points out that with the exception of 
the small area which General Botha 
is defending, the war has degenerat- 
ed into irregular operations, which 
must bo brought to an early conclu- 
sion, and concludes: 


"The means I am compelled to 


adopt are those which the customs of 
war prescribe as applicable to such 
tiases. 
They ;aro ruinioua to the 


country and entail endless suffering 
to the- burghers and their families, 
and the longer this guerilla.warfare 
continues the more vigorously must 
tliey_ be enforced."

written order signed by the chief of

sion, to go armed. 


The result wns that about flfty per- 


sons -wearing deputy sheriff badges 
were arrested by the soldiers 
and 


taken to police headquarters. 


The soldiers had no way of know- 
ng by what authority the men were 
icting with their badges and would 
listen to no excuses. 


After a hurried conference between 


General Scurry and Sheriff Thomas 
t was decided that all deputy sher- 
ffs and special officers shall be per- 
mitted to carry arms and pass in and 
out of the guard lines.

Bryan, whose thorough appreciation 
of the propiicties ot tlie occasion, 
made fi most admirable impression. 
He was vociferously cheered and at, 
the conclusion of his speech had 
many new ndmircrs. 


COLONEL BRYAN'S ADDRESS. 
Colonel Bryan's speech was as fol- 


lows: 


Mr. Chairman. Ladies and Gentle- 


men:—I WHS invited to participate 
in tliis reunion, not as a candidate j 
for office, but ns a citizen ot this1 


republic 
(grout 
applause 
and 


cheers), and I am liora to speak to 
you, not ns a candidate for office, 
but a a a citizen (raiiewed applause). 
I shall have opportunity to make 
enough political 
speeches 
during 


the campaign to nmkc my views 
known on every pending question, 
and therefore it is not necessary 
that I should discuss politics today 
(renewed applause and cheers and 
cries 
of "give 
Mount 
another 


roast"). 
If any of you should be 


in doubt ns to my views nnd feel 
that you need enlightenment on the 
subject, if you will let me know I 
will present them to you in writ- 
ing (continued cheering and 
ap- 


plause). 


I can hardly say that I am here 


us a soldier, for I feel that my mil- 
itary service wns so insignificant, 
compared with the service of miuiy 
who are here today, that I am hard- 
ly entitled to be classed among the 
soldiers. My 
title I deserved—I 


have a lawful right to it. I was 
colonel, and yet I feel about my 
title as I feel about my service in 
the army—that it is hardly fail- 
that one should be called a colonel 
who saw no active duty and who 
did not have his courage tested 
upon the bnttlefiold. And yet, if I 
must have a 
title. 
I 
presume 


"colonel" is the best one. for that 
seems to be the title of every per 
son who hns not some other mili- 
tary title (laughter and applause). 


When I offered my services nnd 


my wife expressed some fear lest 
I might not return, I told her that 
I was going to occupy a position 
that must be without danger, for 
from the number of colonels I had 
met since the last war, I was sat- 
isfied that no colonel 
was ever 


killed in 
battle 
(applause and 


laughter). 


But my military service, brief ns 


it was, was sufficient to make me 
realize something of the risk thht 
the soldier takes. We speak of peo- 
ple dying upon the battlefield, and 
yet more die in the hospital than 
die upon the battlefield, and when 
our camp wns stricken with fever 
nnd I walked through the hospital. 
and there saw the boys suffering, 
away from home and fiwny from 
friends, 
T was convinced that th< 


man who dies in a hospital is tu 
deserving or 
1 ns much sympathy a; 


the man who dies upon the battle- 
field (great 
applause). 
Bccausf 


upon the battlefield he is inspire 
by the presence of his comrades 
he is inspired by the enthusiasm 
that the battle arouses, be is in- 
spired by the glory that wreath 
those who fall upon the battlefield, 
and yet the man who dies in the 
hospital gives all lie has—his life 
(applause). I believe that this sol- 
dier should not be forgotten. 


I learned something else about 


the soldier, and that is that the 
wife who stays at home suffers as 
much as (he soldier who goes to 
the front (great, npplnuse). Aye, 
if there be a difference, I believe 
Hint the wife suffers more during 
a war than the husband does, for 
when the husband dius his work is 
over, hut when the soldier dias his 
widow's work is multiplied by two. 
I learned nomcthing of the sacri- 
fices -which Mic wives make, the 
sacrifices which the mothers make, 
the sacrifices made by the daugh- 
ters or tlio dependent sisters. 
I 


thought when I went into the army 
that I loved the volunteer. I had 
thought about him; I had praised 
him; hut my lovo for the volunteer 
waa inflinitely Increased 
when I 


became acquainted with him per- 
sonally. 
The man who left his 


home at n sacrifice, 
went nt his 


country's call, offered his life for 
his country—I say I learned to lov 
him more as I became better ac- 
quainted with him, and I learned 
to fiave confidence in him as I 
learned to know him, nnd if I ever 
had any doubt before that this na- 
tion could rsly with safety upon its 
citizen soldiery, all doubt moved 
when I became acquainted 
with 


that soldier, and today I have sn 
prenie faith in the man wlio fign* 
when his country needs 
fighters 


nnd then works when his country 
needs workers (great applause). 


You have met today to do honcr 


to the memory of a soldier, of one in 
the regular army. We need sol- 
diers in the regular army. 
We 


need some who 'are ever prepared 
by military training1 for the work 
of the soldier. Tlie differences that 
there are (between iis are differences 
as t') the number of Tegular Fjldisrs 
we need. It ii iiat the place today 
to discuss the size of our standing1 


army; this is nat the -time to ex- 
change opinions as to how many 
soldiers we need; Tiu'fc nn matter 
wha.t 'our opinions may foe as to the 
size of the standing1 -army, we are 
all glad that when an emergency 
comes, whether it be an emergency 
'bliat calls forth the volunteer or 
the regular, we are glad when we 
find (he soldier measure up to the 
standard of a soldier'as "Lnwton di:l. 
(Applause.) He was brave; lie was 
ready ro -meet danger, and he had 
the skill, genius, if you plense, nec- 
e--3ary for 'one in hi's .position. (Ap- 
plause.) 


But, my friends, however much 


we praise Hie soldier, be 'he regular 
or be lie volunteer, I feel -that I 
would be dircllct to my duty if I 
did ivot suggest that there be other 
ways of providing -one's patriotism 
besides on the battlefield.

time will come when there shall bo 
no war, I do not want you to think 
that I am placing a low estimate 
up3ii the service of the soldier. Let 
me quote the language used by one 
•whose fnme grows with -the years. 
As Lincoln wns -on bis way from 
Springfield 
to Washington, 
Qie 


stopped at Earrisburg. Pa., and 
there he viewed a military parade, 
and wlien -he wns called upon to 
speak he used these words: 


"While I have been proud to see 


todny the iinest: military array I 
think 'that I have ever seen, allow 
me to say in regard .to those men 
that they give licpe of what may 
hi* done when war is inevitable; but 
•ii'l the 'same time allow me to ex- 
press the hope that in tlvs shedding 
of blood their services may nevei 
be needed, especially in tlie silied- 
rfing1 of -fraternal blood. It ;shall 
be .my endeavor to preserve the 
peace of this country so far as it 
'can possibly done, consistent witli 
the maintenance of the institutions 
of the country. -With my consent 
or without my great displeasure, 
this country shall never witness the 
shedding -of one drop of blood in 
fraternal strife." 


"Will anyone say that Lincoln 


lacked appreciatiDn for ilie soldier 
when he 'hoped that the soldier 
would never be called upon to shed 
11100(1 or to >have his- own, blood 
shedP War is the last resort and 
as we grow in civilisation war 
ought to become less 
frequent. 


Wsi1 is Torae, -and fcrce is never re- 
sorted to. or ought never to Tje re- 
sorted 'to, except-, when reason fails. 
War Is force, 'but fares ought never 
be resorted to except in defense of 
a right. 
(Applause.) 
That has 


been the rlnetrinft of 'our country. 
It. is that all men are created equal 
(grc.Tt npplauce and cheers), that 
ihey are endowed with inalienable 
rig-lit 3. th.it governments are insti- 
tuted to secure theso rights aiKl 
tlv.it governments derive their just 
•powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned. 
(Great 
applause 
and 


cheers.) 
These arc the doctrines 


which underlie our form of govern- 
ment 
(continued 
applause) 
and 


force Is called into use merely to 
defend these rights. ."Whenever one 


of these axiomatic principles, one 
'of these self-evident truths is ns- 
sailed, 'then force can be called hi 
to defend the right, but force never 
has and never can create a right. 
(Wild applause and cheer-ing.) 


It is not for the saldler to de- 


termine that whether the command 
that takes -him to death is n just 
one or not. It is the duty of tlia 
soldier to obey. As the poefc has ex- 
pressed- It, in speaking of the sol- 
dier3, "Theirs not to reason why; 
theirs tout to do and die." -But it 
is for tiie people who control linings, 
who make governments, make laws, 
shape politics and. determine des- 
tinies, it is for the people to say 
what orders shall be given to sol- 
diery. There is where the fresponst- 
bilLty lies... (Applause.) 


When 
Lincoln 
was delivering 


that memorable address upon the 
battlefield of Gettysburg, he said 
that those who fell there had well 
done their work, but that it was 
for those who remained to take up 
their work, their unfinished work, 
and carry it on. 
Every genera- 


tion leaves an unfinished work. 
The work of civilization is never 
done. 
TTo matter how successful 


we might be in having engrafted 
upon government our ideas of what 
might be best, we would neve 
reach perfection. 
God has so ar 


ranged it that life is one progres 
townvds perfection, but perfection 
is never attained. 
Lincoln spok 


of the unfinished work. 
A gener 


ation comes upon the scene. 
It 


builds upon the foundation laid by 
those who went before, and then 
the generation lenves the work ui 
finished to those who follow nfte 
ward; and we can be content if we 
can make the work better than 
was. 
Lincoln said upon that bat- 


tlefield, that the people there pres- 
ent should consecrate themselves to 
the work of carrying 011 that which 
those who had died begun. WhyP 
In order that a government of the 
people, by the people, and for the 
people should not perish from tin 
earth. 
(Applause.) 
That 
wa: 


the work of the living generation 
That is the work of this genera- 
tion. 
That will bo the work ol 


every generation that succeeds us 
so long as <the ideal held before 
the people .by Lincoln is cherished 
by the people. 
I say I am glad 


I live iu a- country where evnry 
year furnishes a conflict and wher 
every day a maji can fight upon i 
battlefield. 
I am glad that I liv 


in a land where the man who love 
his country and loves his fellow 
man can find opportunity to mani 
fe&t his patriotism, and if the tinr 
we pray for ever, comes when force 
shall be unknown because error is 
unknown, there.'Will still be work 
for us to do. 


Lincoln said that it was the duty 


of the country to remember thosi 
who made tho sacrifices for it 
When the boys ;wcre going to the 
army from Nebraska they bad 
meeting 
to 
discuss 
ways a 


means of caring for those who 
might suffer by the absence o 
relatives. 
It seemed to me tha 


it was a fitting- idea, for those who 
went were substitutes [or those wh 
remained at. homo.- 
The voluntcci 


who offers his life makes it nn 
necessary that 
men 
should bi 


drafted, and therefore every votun 
teer is, in one sense, a substitute 
for those who do not enlist. 
How 


little then it is for those who t 
not risk to make life easier foi 
those who act ns thfiir substitute 
I, therefore, fail to see how any 
citizen, who understands the re- 
sponsibility of 
citizenship, can 


have anything but a liiudly feel- 
ing for the man who, by volunteer- 
ing1 not only performs bis own 
duty, but carries the burden that 
might have to be carried "by oth- 
ers by his enlistment. I never go 
to a soldier's home without feel- 
ing that this nation, is only doing 
its duty in trying to make life 
comfortable 1'or those who seek 
shelter in such a home. 
This na- 


tion is not only discharging a debt 
of gratitude when it cares for the 
soldier, but this nation is really 
doing n. thing that it is to its in- 
terest to do. 
This nation finds it 


to its advantage to take care of the 
soldier and his dependents, for if 
this nation was not liberal and 
generous in its treatment of the 
soldier, it 
would 
need n larger 


standing army than it has today. 
When this nation provides plenti- 
fully for those who make the sacri- 
fices necessary in war, it establish- 
es a guarantee that in every hour 
of need there will be soldiers ready 
to respond to the nation's call for 
by its -treatment of those who do 
make sacrifices it testifies to its 
own desires. 
When we erect a 


monument to a man is it to bring 
pence to his ashes? 
No. 
Is it to 


make his sleep sweeter? No. Why 
do we erect a monument to a hero? 
Iu order to show to tlie world that 
we are worthy of the life he led 
and the sncrifies he made. 
These 


monuments proclaim tlie virtues of 
the dead.

so that world will measure ns by 
tho care we take of those who en- 
dure sacrifices for their country.

When Pericles was delivering an 


oration over those who fell in bat- 
tle he first described the greatness 
ef his country. ' He'first eulogized 


his nation and then lie said that it 
was for such a nation that these 
mon resolved not to have It taken 
from them and died fighting. 


-My friends, there are two ways 


to make men willing to fight for 
their country. 
First, 
let 
them 


know that the country will be 
grateful to them for their services; 
second, make your country so good 
that every man will die for it if 
necessary. 
(Great applause.) 


Men differ in opinions as to what 


is best for tlie country, but, my 
friends, no man makes a greater 
mistake than he who assumes that 
the people of any party are unpa- 
triotic (great applause and cheer- 
ing).

VANDERBILT ON AN ENGINE. 


Cornelius Vanderbilt, jr., proved 


his nerve on Saturday, when he rode 
in the cab of the big Vanclnin com- 
pound locomotive, hauling the fast- 
est seashore -train on the Reading 
railway. 
It was not the first experi- 


ence of the kind for the young mil- 
lionaire inventor, but one, neverthe- 
less, which caused him to remark to 
S. H. Vauclain. of the Baldwin loco- 
motive works, his companion on the 
trip, that it was the fastest short- 
distance run he had ever witnessed, 
says the Philadelphia North Ameri- 


Mr. Vauclain is the inventor of the 


mammoth 
four-cylinder 
machine 


which bears his name. 
Its wheels 


are eighty-four inches in diameter, 
and it weighs 175,000 pounds. The 
run was made to give the inventor 
of the new circular fire box an idea 
of just whnt steaming qualities were 
requited in a boiler to sustain sue! 
speed. 
The run of fifty-five and 


one-half miles to the sea was made 
in 
forty-seven 
minutes. 
Pleased 


with the novelty of having two such 
celebrities in the left side of his cab. 
Engineer R. C. Smith did not regret 
that his train was late in starting, 
and accordingly put his charge down 
to its best work. 
The fireman also 


spared neither coal nor energy, and 
despite the wide-open throttle and 
heavy train of ten cars, maintained 
the pressure at the point of blowing 
off throughout the entire run. 
The 


fire box of the locomotive on which 
Mr. Vauderbilt rode differs material- 
ly from that of his own invention. 
The former is of the Wooten type. 
with the grate bars entirely above 
the level of the top of the wheels in- 
stead of down between them, as is 
the usual practice, allowing a much 
larger area 
upon 
which 
to burn 


coal. 
The Vanderbilt fire box dif- 


fers from either, being circular, with
